B R U T A L L Y A T T A C K E D B Y N E G R O 


Minister and Wife Beaten Unconscioue 


By Desperado, Whom Officer Killed, 
Ballston. N. Y., Aug. 14.—Rev. Ber- 
nard Schulte and his wife, of New 
York city, were attacked at Mechan- 
Icsville and probably fatally injured 
by a negro, who was shot and killed in 
Saratogo while resisting arrest. 


William Ourtls, a negro, presented 
himself at the door of the rectory and 
asked for a drink 
of 
water. 
Mr. 
Schulte was in the act of turning back 
to get the water, when the negro drew 
a piece of lead pipe from beneath his 
coat and felled the clergyman with a 
terrific blow on the head, following 
this up with a rain of blows until his 
victim lay unconscious and apparently 
dead. Mrs. Schulte, who was upstairs, 
hurried down on hearing her husband 
fall, and was met in the hall by the 
negro, who instantly struck her down 
before she could utter an outcry, and 
continued beating her with his heavy 
weapon until he had Inflicted injuries 
from which she can hardly recover. 


The clergyman and his wife were 
discovered, lying unconscious and cov- 
ered with blood, by neighbors, and a 
search was made ior tho negro, who 
had been seen leaving the house. 


Policeman James Sullivan discov- 
•ered Curtis In Searings alley, a negro 
colony in Saratoga, and arrested him. 
The negro, however, broke away and 
ran, and after firing one shot in the 
air to halt him, Sullivan fired again, 
shooting him through the head and 
killing him instantly. 


The condition of Mr. Schulte and 
hlfi wife was said to be precarious.

MAKE, PROGRESS 


riio First Threo Articles of Japan's 


Terms Agreed To, 


ÎHE 
CRISIS 
STILL 
TO 
COME 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 15, 
Al- 
though very rapid progress was mado 
with the peace negotiations, three of 
tho 12 articles which constitute the 
Japanese conditions of peace having 
been 
agreed to by Mr. Witte 
and 
Baron Rosen 
on 
behalf 
of 
Russia, 
neither joi the two articles to which 
Mr. Witte in his reply returned an ab- 
solute 
negative 
was 
reached. 
The 
crisis, therefore, is still to come. 
It 
may be reached today, as the cession 
ti Sakhalin comes fifth in the list. The 
three '^articles*' as they are officially 
designated in the brief 
commimica- 
tions authorised to b® given to the 
press, which were disposed of axe in 
substance as follows: 


First—Russians 
recognition of 
Ja- 
pan's "preponderating influence" and 
special position in Ivorea, which Rus- 
sia henceforth agrees is outside of her 
sphere of influence, Japan binding her- 
self to recognize the suzerainty of the 
reigning family» but with the right to 
give advice and assistance to improve 
the civil administration of the empire. 


Second—Mutual obligation to evacu- 
ate Manchtiria,. each to surrender all 
special privileges m th^at 
province, 
mutual obligation to recoct the ''ter- 
ritorial 
integrity" of |P'ina and to 
maintain the principle oi equal oppor- 
tunity for the commercer^d industry 
of all nations in that pri>yince (open 
door). 
, ^ 


Third—The cession to* phîna of the 
Chinese Eastern railroad from Harbin 
southward. 


There never was any question about 
the 
acceptance on the 
part of Mr. 
.Witte of these "articles,"' the first two, 
covering in more emphatic form the 
contentions of Japan in^-the diplomatic 
struggle which preceded 
hostilities. 
The tliird is a natural consequence of 
the result of war. The cession of the 
railroad, the building of which cost 
Russia an immense sum, estimated by 
some 
at 
between 
$100.000.000 
and 
$200.000,000, is to be ceded to China. 
Japan and China, therefore, will ar- 
range between themselves the method 
by which the former is to be remun- 
erated, and through this financial op- 
eration Japan might have a very con- 
siderable portion of her claim for tho 
''expenses of the war" liquidated. The 
railroad is ostensibly the property of 
the 
Russo-Chlnege 
bank, 
althou jh 
built by government money advanced 
through the bank; and since its com- 
pletion 
operated, managed and po- 
liced by tho Russian government. Ja- 
pan cannot take the railroad herself. 
To place herself In Russia's shoes re- 
garding the railroad would be mili- 
tarily to control the destinies of the 
three provinces of Manchuria which 
she has promised to return to China. 
But Japan is entitled to reimburse- 
ment for tho expense to which she 
has been put in restoring the railroad 
below the present position of Line- 
vitch's army, rebuilding the bridges 
and narrowing the gang«» 
If China 
could not find the money some other 
power or powers might do so, and the 
road would become hypothecated to 
the 
powers 
which 
advanced 
the 
money, as other;»,Chinese roads are to 
those which advanced the money fpr 
their construction. 


Today in the ordinary course of pro- 
ceedings 
the 
first 
great 
stumbling 
block' to a treaty of peace should bo 
reached, as after Port Arthur and tho 
leases of Liao Tung, which are in- 
cluded in article four, and which Mr. 
Witte Is undoubtedly prepared, with 
ellght raodificatlonB, to accept, comes 
article five—the cession of Sakhalin. 
But it is by no means certain that 
when this obstacle is reached it will 
not bo postponed until all the articles 
upon which agreement is easy or pos- 
sible are disposed of. If this course 
Is followed, and the Assooiated Press 
has high authority for tbo opinion that 
it will be^ it will Indicate a disposition 
to put off the real struggle to the very 
last, and the longer the conference 
endures the brighter the prospects of 
a treaty are likely to become. "Every 
day they sit," said a very high au- 
thority, "increases 
the chances 
for 
peace." 


The language of the three articles 
adopted will form practically tho text 
of the "treaty of Washington" if one 
is signed, subject, of couri3e, to a fiiial 
revision. JEÎach side has agreed to the 
articles and they are included 3n the 
protocols of each day's session which 
aro ofîicialîy slrjned by the pl^^iipottn- 
Uaj'ies th.;. 
Uiornvi.2' 


In addition to the minutes kept by 
each side, there Is an abbrevited rec- 
ord of the discussions giving the argu- 
ments made on each side of every 
point, which are daiiy attested, so that 
when the confereiiee Is ended the rec- 
ord of the proceedings will be com- 
plete. Of course the agreement article 
by article does not bind either Russia 
or aran until a final a-greement is 
reached And the treaty is signed. 


It la, however, significant that Mr» 
Sato, while specifically stating that he 
did not spehk- olTlclally, gave It as his 
opinion 
that 
eacli power had now 
bound Itself to the articles agreed to. 


In the discussinn of the second |ir- 
tlrle (covering tlie evacuation of Man- 
churia), It is positively stated 
that 
Russia won a victory. Baron Komura, 
so it is declared, wanted^ to limit tho 
obligation to evacuate Manchuria and 
to surrender special privileges in the 
province to Russia, whereas Mr. Witte 
contended that the obligation for evac- 
uation and the surrender of special 
privileges should be mutual and that 
the evacuation of tho troops should 
take place concurrently. I^Ir. Witte is 
said to have contended that he was 
defending not only the interests of Rus- 
sia. but of all the neutral powers. On 
the other hand, the Japanese claim 
not only that they did not resist the 
provision for simultaneous evacuation 
by the troops of both countries, but 
the distinct credit for the strong stipu- 
lations regarding the preservation of 
the territorial Integrity of China. 


A Japaneese authority said: 
"Tho 
Integrity of China is assured if tho 
treaty of Washington is signed, as 
Japan has insisted that this point bo 
set forth in lanp:uage that can neither 
be evaded nor misunderstood. Japan's 
poll^ which, on this subject, has al- 
ways been in line with the Hay doc- 
trine. will find a more vigorous ex- 
pression in the treaty of Washington."

Passenger Train On Nickel Plate Road 
Collided With Freight. 


Cleveland, Aug. 14.—A fast east- 
bound passenger train on the Nickel 
Plate road collided with a westbound 
freight train at Klshman, 0., near Ver- 
million, resulting in the death of 
persons, wliile at least 25 others were 
injured, eight of whom will probably 
die. 
The wreck; according to the offi- 
cials of the company, was caused by a 
misunderstanding of orders, or neglect 
to obey them, on the part of the crew 
of the freight train. 


The high sijeed of the passenger train 
threw its locomotive and first three 
coaches over on the engine of the 
freight train, telescoping tho smoker 
and the car following. 
The forward 
cars of the freight train were splintered 
to fragments. Of the passengers in the 
emoker none escaped injuiy. 
Fortu- 
iiately there was no fire, but tho heavy 
timbers of the wrecked cars pinned 
down many and prevented them from 
getting out until assistance arrived.

New Orleans, La., Aug. 1-5.—Ofllcial 
repoi't of yellow fever up to last night 
Is a» follows; Now cases, 55; total to 
date, 1018; deaths, 12; total to date, 
106; new sub-foci, 8; total sub-foci to 
date. 210. 


With the exception of a few squares, 
all New Orleans below Caiial street la 
now generally infected with yellow 
fever. While most havoc has been 
ciiused In this portion of New Orleans, 
where foreigners live, tho disease has 
spread 
to 
many places in what is 
Imov/n as the American quarter, above 
Canal street. Most cases In the Ameri- 
can quarter are Isolated, however, Tho 
health ofJicers are still unable to as- 
sert whether the high water mark of 
daily new cases has been 
reached. 
About 15 per cent, of all those thus 
far stricken with yellow fever has re- 
covered, the deaths being about one 
in every six persons infected.

B R U T A L L Y A T T A C K E D B Y NEGRO 


Minister and Wife Beaten Unconscious 
By Desperado, Wiiom Officer Killed. 
Ballston, N. Y., Aug. 14.—Rev. Ber­ 
nard Schulte and his wife, of New 
York city, were attacked at Mechan- 
Icsville and probably fatally injured 
by a negro, who was shot and killed in 
Saratogo while resisting arrest. 
William Ourtis, a negro, presented 
himself at the door of the rectory and 
asked for a drink of water. 
Mr. 
Schulte was in the act of turning back 
to get the water, when the negro drew 
a piece of lead pipe from beneath his 
coat and felled the clergyman with a 
terrific blow on the head, following 
this up with a rain of blows until his 
victim lay unconscious and apparently 
dead, Mrs. Schulte, who was upstairs, 
hurried down on bearing her husband 
fall, and was met in the hall by the 
negro, who ln.stantly struck her down 
before she could utter an outcry, and 
continued beating her with his heavy 
weapon until he had Inflicted injuries 
from which she can hardly recover. 
The clergyman and his wife were 
discovered, lying unconscious and cov­ 
ered with blood, by neighbors, and a 
search was made ior tho negro, who 
had been seen leaving the house. 
Policeman James Sullivan discov­ 
ered Curtis In Searings alley, a negro 
colony in Saratoga, and arrested him. 
The negro, however, broke away and 
ran, and after firing one shot in the 
air to halt him, Sullivan fired again, 
shooting him through the head and 
killing him instantly. 
The condition of Mr. Schulte and 
hifi wife was said to be precarious,

Portsmouth, N. IL, Aug. 15, 
Al­ 
though very rapid progress was mado 
with the peace negotiations, three of 
the 12 articles which constitute the 
Japanese conditions of peace having 
been agreed to by Mr. Witte and 
Baron Rosen on behalf ojf Russia, 
neither x)f the two articles to which 
Mr. Witte in his reply returned an ab­ 
solute negative was reached. The 
crisis, therefore, is still to come. It 
may be reached today, as the cession 
ti Sakhalin comes fifth in the list. The 
three “articles*’ as they are officially 
designated in the brief commimica- 
tions authorised to b® given to the 
press, which were disposed of are in 
substance as follows: 
First—Russia’s recognition of Ja­ 
pan’s ‘'preponderating influence'* and 
special position in Korea, which Rus­ 
sia henceforth agrees is outside of her 
sphere of influence, Japan binding her­ 
self to recognize the suzerainty of the 
reigning family, but with the right to 
give advice and assistance to improve 
the civil administration of the empire. 
Second—Mutual obligation to evacu­ 
ate Manchtiria,; each to surrender all 
special privileges in tlKit 
province, 
mutual obligation t<> recoct the “ter­ 
ritorial 
integrity" of |P ‘ina and to 
maintain the principle or equal oppor­ 
tunity for the commercer^d industry 
of all nations in that pri>yince (open 
door). 
, ^ 
Third—The cession to* phlna of the 
Chinese Eastern railroad from Harbin 
southward. 
There never was any question about 
the acceptance on the part of Mr. 
.Witte of these “articles/'^ the first t\vo. 
covering in more emphatic form the 
contentions of Japan in^^the diplomatic 
* struggle which preceded hostilities. 
The tliird is a natural conscquence of 
the result of war. The cession of the 
railroad» the building of which cost 
Russia an immense sum, estimated by 
some at between $100,000,000 and 
$200,000,000, is to be ceded to China. 
Japan and China, therefore, will ar­ 
range between themselves the method 
by which the former is to be remun­ 
erated, and through this financial op­ 
eration Japan might have a very con­ 
siderable portion of her claim for tho 
^‘expenses of the war*' liquidated. The 
railroad is ostensibly the property of 
the 
Russo-Chine»e 
bank, 
although 
built by government money advanced 
through tho bank; and since Its com­ 
pletion 
operated, managed and po­ 
liced by the Russian government. Ja­ 
pan cannot take the railroad herself. 
To place herself in Russia’s shoes re­ 
garding the railroad would be mili­ 
tarily to control the destinies of the 
three provinces of Manchuria which 
she has promised to return to China. 
But Japan is entitled to reimburse­ 
ment for the expense to which she 
has been put in restoring the railroad 
below the present position of Line- 
vitch*s army, rebuilding the bridges 
and narrowing the gaugél» 
If China 
could not find the money some other 
power or powers might do so, and the 
roa.d would become hypothecated to 
the 
powers 
which 
advanced 
the 
money, as otherii,Chinese roads are to 
those which advanced tha money for 
their construction. 
Today in the ordinary course of pro­ 
ceedings the first great stumbling 
block’ to a treaty of peace should be 
reached, as after Port Arthur and the 
leases of Liao Tung, which are In­ 
cluded in article four, and which Mr. 
Witte Is undoubtedly prepared, with 
Blight modifications, to accept, comes 
article five—the cession of Sakhalin. 
But it is by no means certain that 
when this obstacle is reached it will 
not be postponed until all the articles 
upon v/hich agreement is easy or pos­ 
sible are disposed of. If this courjie 
is follow^ed, and the Associated Press 
has high authority for the opinion that 
it will be, it will indicate a disposition 
to put off the real struggle to the very 
last, and the longer the conference 
endures the brighter the prospects of 
a treaty are lllctly to become. “Every 
day they sit/' said a very high au­ 
thority, “increases the chances lor 
peace.** 
The language of the three articles 
adopted will form practically tho text 
of the “treaty of Washington** if one 
is signed, subject, of course, to a final 
revision. Each side has agreed to the 
articles and they are included Jn the 
protocols of each day’s session which 
arc officially 5ii?ned by the pleaiipottn- 
Uaries th.;. iiçxl uiorns^i.^* 


In addition to the minutes kept by 
each side, there is an abbrevited rec­ 
ord of the discussions giving the argu­ 
ments made on each side of every 
point, which are daiiy attested, so that 
when the confereiico is ended the rec­ 
ord of the proceedings will be com­ 
plete. Of course the agreement article 
by article does not bind either Russia 
or aran until a final a-greement is 
reached ^nd the treaty is signed. 
It is, however, significant that Mr, 
Sato, while speciflcally stating that he 
did not speRlv ofilclally. gave it as his 
opinion 
that each powder had now 
bound itself to the articles agreed to. 
In the diacussinn of the second |ir- 
ticle (covering tho evacuation of Man­ 
churia), It is positively stated that 
Russia won a victory. Baron Komura, 
so it is declared, \vaHted^ to limit tho 
obligation to evacuate Manchuria and 
to surrender special privileges in tho 
province to Russia, whereas Mr. Witte 
contended that tho obligation for evac­ 
uation and the surrender of special 
privileges should be mutual and that 
the evacuation of tho troops should 
take place concurrently. Mr. WHto is 
said to have contended that he was 
defending not only the interests of Rus­ 
sia, but of all tho neutral ixDwers. On 
the other hand, the Japanese claim 
not only that they did not resist the 
provision for simultaneous evacuation 
by the troops of both countries, but 
the distinct credit for the strong stipu­ 
lations regarding the preservation of 
the territorial integrity of China. 
A Japaneese authority said: 
*‘Tho 
integrity of China is assured if the 
treaty of Washington Is signed, as 
Japan has insisted that this point bo 
set forth in language that can neither 
be evaded nor misunderstood. Japan’s 
poli%^ which, on this subject, has al­ 
ways been in line with the Hay doc­ 
trine. will And a more vigorous ex­ 
pression in the treaty of Washington.’* 


T W E L V E DEAD IN C R A SH 


Passenger Train On Nickel Plate Road 
Collided With Freight. 
Cleveland, Aug. 14.—A fast east- 
bound passenger train on the Nickel 
Plate road collided with a westbound 
freight train at Kishman, 0., near Ver­ 
million, resulting in the death of J.2 
persons, while at least 25 others were 
injured, eight of whom will probably 
die. The wreck> according to the oftl- 
cials of the company, was caused by a 
misunderstanding of orders, or neglect 
to obey them, on the part of the crew 
of the freight train. 
The high si)oed of the passenger train 
threw its locomotive and first three 
coaches over on the engine of the 
freight train, telescoping tho smoker 
and the car following. 
Tho forward 
cars of the freight train were splintered 
to fragments. Of the passengers in the 
«moker none escaped injuiy. 
Fortu- 
iiately there was no fire, but the heavy 
timbers of the wrecked cai’S pinned 
down many and prevented them from 
getting out until assistance arrived.

Fifty-five New Cases and Twelve fVlore 
Deaths In New Orleans. 
New Orleans, La., Aug. 15.—OflTicial 
report of yellow fever up to last night 
Is a» follows: Now cases, 55; total to 
date, 1018; deaths, 12; total to date, 
106; new sub-foci, 8; total sub-foci to 
date, 210. 
With the exception of a few squares, 
all New Orleans below Canal street is 
now generally infected with yellow 
fever. While most havoc has been 
ciiused in this portion of New Orleans, 
where foreignei*s live, tho disease has 
spread 
to 
many places in what is 
)mov/n as the American quarter, above 
Canal street. Most cases In the Ameri­ 
can quarter are isolated, however, Tho 
health oillcera are still unablo to as­ 
sert whether the high water mark of 
daily new cases has been 
reached. 
About 15 per cent, of all those thus 
far stricKen with yellow fever has re­ 
covered, the deaths being about one 
In every six persons infected^

It is estimated 
that there are now about 90,000 bush- 
els In the Connecticut valley which can 
bo bought by people who have "got 
the price." They are said to be mostly 
owned by four men. 


There is a very good profit in raising 
onions at a dollar a bushel—a good 
deal more than in producing tobacco at 
the present time. 
Indeed, it may be 
doubted whether there is any other 
crop which pays so handsomely as the 
odoriferous vegetable which is now 
commanding such a high price in this 
p»rt of the country." 


DOMESTIC SERVICB. 


The aversion which working women 
in this country feel to entering domes- 
tic service appears to bf^^ shared by the 
.women of European nations. 
Observ- 
ers in England some time ago noted 
.with alarm that young girls who Avere 
obliged to work would do almost any- 
thing else sooner than become house 
servants. 
Now, Mr. Cuneo, American 
consul in Turhi, reports the same of the 
Italian girls in that section of the coun- 
try. 
Mr. Cuneo says lie has known 
people to look for domestic help for 
veeeks in vain, the fact being that there 
as in the United States "intelligent and 
ambitious young women seek employ- 
ment as teachers, as clerks in post- 
offices and stores, as secretaries, sten- 
ographers, typewriters, in factories— 
in fact, they seem to prefer any kind 
of employment to domestic work.

seems that they even prefer to drive 
teams, to pull or push carts on the 
streets or to become porters to being 
domestic servants."

Mill Destroyed by Fire, 


Centennial Flouring and Chopping mill, 
oil the banks of the Little Concwago creek, 
in Oxford township, about two miles 
South of this place, was totally destroyal 
by a lire of unknown origin which broke 
out about midnight Friday night. 
The 
mill was a th.ee-story frame and stone 
structure, and was equipped with machin- 
ery of the latest design, arranged for util- 
izing both water and steam power. 
It 
was the property of Gitt & Delone, of 
Hanover, and was formerly owned by S, 
L. Johns. 
The mill had been running 
steadily day and night, for a long time. 
Operations were stoppeil Friday night 
about 9 o'clock. 
J. H. Eisenhart & Bros, 
were the practical operators of the mill. 
When the fire was discovered, the flames 
had gained so much headway that all ef- 
forts to save the building or any of the 
contents were iruitlci?s. Owing to the 
de-ivd hour of the night but few of the 
neighbors knew anything of the fire until 
the following morning. 
The flames had 
gained such headway when discovered 
that the location where the lire started 
could not be determined. 


The mill was twice before visited by fire 
—for the first time in April, 1S83, owned 
at the time by T. C. Noel, of Mt. Rock, 
and the second time was struck by light- 
ning in April 1898, being practically de- 
stroyed on both occasions. 


One of the Eisenhart Brothers, a lad of 
about 18 years, slept in the mill, and was 
rescued with great difliculty, being com- 
pelled to descend on a ladder which had 
been brought by neighbors. 
He lost all 
his clotliing. 
The loss on building, engine and ma- 
hinery is about $5000, on which there is 
insurance of $2,000. The loss on loose ma- 
chinery and other "contents, owned by 
Eisenhart Bros., is about $3,000, on 
w^hich there is |2,000 insurance in the 
Home Insurance Co., of New York. 


A strange fact relative to the insurance 
is that a policy for $1,000 in the Hartford 
Insurance Co., carried by Gitt 
Delone 
on the building, only expired Friday about 
18 hours before the fire and was not re- 
newed.

Drowned While Bathmg- 


Grover Koutz, aged 20 years, of Spring 
Grove, left home on Saturday morning 
with a party ot eight young men and went 
into camp on the banks of the Big Cone- 
w^ago, near East Berlin. 
About 3 p. m, 
Sunday, young Koutz while in bathing, 
was taken with cramps, and disappearing 
under the water, was drowned. The camp- 
ing party which Mr. Koutz joimed Satur- 
day is composed of members of the Spring 
Grove Y. M. C, A, 
The camp is located 
at Eisenhart's mill, about a mile and a 
half from East Berlin. 
Rains on Saturday

Below 
was about fifteen feet of water seething 
and boiling in whirlpools and rapids from 
the flood, and after bumping over the 
dam, the young man disappeared. 
He 
may have bumped his head upon the edge 
of the dam or have l^een sucked into one 
of the treacherous whirlpools, for after 
disappearing he was not seen to rise again. 
The tragedy was over so quickly that the 
campers were slow to realize what had 
transpired before their eyes. 
Koutz was 
an expert swimmer and an all-round ath- 
lete, 


Koutz's sister was frantic with grief and 
she was hurried to her home, where the 
sad news was broken to the family. 
The 
boy's father, B, F, Koutz, is a prominent 
cigar manufacturer of Spring Grove,

Here is a tip to the woman who is 
a grardener for business reasons. She 
should raise onions. 
For them the 
farmer can get a dollar a bushel, with 
a prospect of higher prices before long. 
The onion crop in Europe was a failure 
last year, and a great many are being 
«ent over the water at the present time. 
Twenty thousand bushels were sent In 
one consignment from Sunderland, 
Mass., a few days ago. It is estimated 
that there are now about 90,000 bush­ 
els in the Connecticut valley which can 
bo bought by people who have “got 
the price.” They are said to be mostly 
owned by four men. 
There is a very good profit In raising 
onions at a dollar a bushel—a good 
deal more than in producing tobacco at 
the present time. Indeed, it may be 
doubted whether there Is any other 
crop which pays so handsomely as the 
odoriferous vegetable which is now 
commanding such a high price in this 
part of the country.” 


DOMESTIC SERVICB. 
The aversion which working women 
in this country feel to entering domes­ 
tic service appears to b<^ shared by the 
.women of European nations. Observ­ 
ers in England some time ago noted 
.with alarm that young girls who were 
obliged to work would do almost any­ 
thing else sooner than become house 
servants. Now, Mr, Cuneo, American 
consul in Turin, reports the same of the 
Italian glri.'j in that section of the coun­ 
try. 
Mr, Cuneo says he has known 
people to look for domestic help for 
weeks in vain, the fact being that there 
as in the United States “intelligent and 
ambitious young women seek employ­ 
ment as teachers, as clerks in post- 
offices and stores, as secretaries, sten­ 
ographers, typewriters, in factories— 
in fact, they seem to prefer any kind 
of employment to domestic work. 
It 
seems that they ct c u prefer to drive 
teams, to pull or push carts on the 
streets or to become porters to being 
domestic servants.”

WEDDING BOUQUETS. 
Wedding bouquets have practically 
resolved themselves into two styles— 
shower and “Bernhardt” bouquets, al­ 
though an occasional sheaf of long­ 
stemmed roses is seen, or even more 
occasional round bouquets. 
For the bride herself, almost any 
white flower is good, the stereotyped 
bouquet (like the stereotyped gown of 
wiiite satin) being made of white roses, 
relieved by little sprays of lilies of the 
valley 
Lilies of the valley, in fact, play a 
most important part In almost every 
bridal bouquet, whether it is composed 
of roses or orchids, gardenias or hya­ 
cinths.

H O W OLIVE OIL IS 
MADE IN TUSCANY, 


The Oh'vc, Stone and All, i$Firit 
Crushed in a Mill Run by Ox-Power 
—Succeeding Processes. 


Tho olives, stonos and all. are first 
crushed in a stone mill run by ox- 
power. 
The mass of pulp is 
then 
transferred in flat wicker baskets to 
the "torchio," or oaken press, from 
which the oil ooozes into a vat below. 
The presses at Dlevole are very old, 
elaborately carved with the arms and 
devices of some early padrone. 
Tre- 
mendous pressure is applied through a 
primitive capstan arrangement» which 
the men work by heavy wooden levers, 
walking round and round on the stone 
floor in a track much worn by the 
tread of laboring generations. 
There 
are commonly two or three squeeziiigs 
of the pulp, the product of tho first 
being of the finest quality. 
But the 
process, once begun, must be carriod 
forward continuously, 
lest 
the oil 
should spoil in the making. It is finally 
drawn off into huge earthen jars of 
Immemorial pattern like those in which 
the Forty Thieves of the Arabian tale 
concealed themselves for nefarious pur- 
poses. 
And it stands thus for a w^eok 
in the adjoining clearing-room, called 
the "chlaratoio," after which it is ready 
for the market.—From "Life on

Mill Destroyed by Fire. 
Centennial Flouring and Chopping mill, 
on the banks of the Little Conowaco creek, 
in Oxford township, about two miles 
South of this place, was totally destroyal 
by a lire of unknown origin which broke 
out about midniglit Friday night. The 
mill was a th.ee-story frame and stone 
structure, and was equipped with machin­ 
ery of the latest design, arranged for util­ 
izing both water and steam power. 
It 
was the property of Gitt & Delone, of 
Hanover, and w^as formerly owned by S. 
L. Johns. 
The mill had been running 
steadily day and night, for a long time. 
Operations were stopped Friday night 
about 9 o'clock. J. H. Eisenhart & Bros, 
were the practical operators of the mill. 
When the fire was discovered, the flames 
had gained so much headway that all ef­ 
forts to save the building or any of the 
contents were fruitle^^s. Owing to the 
dead hour of the night but few of the 
neighbors knew anything of the fire until 
the following morning. The flames had 
gained such head>vay when discovered 
that the location where the fire started 
could not be determined. 
The mill was twice before visited by fire 
—for the first time in April, 1883, owned 
at the time by T. C. Noel, of Mt, Rock, 
and the second time was struck by light­ 
ning in April 1898, being practically de­ 
stroyed on both occasions. 
One of the Eisenhart Brothers, a lad of 
about 18 years, slept in the mill, and was 
rescued with great difticulty, being com­ 
pelled to descend on a ladder which had 
been brought by neighbors. He lost all 
his clothing. 
The loss on building, engine and ma­ 
chinery is about $5000, on which there is 
insurance of $2,000, The loss on loose ma­ 
chinery and other* contents, owned by 
Eisenhart Bros., is about $3,000, on 
which there is $2,000 insurance in the 
Home Insurance Co., of New York. 
A strange fact relative to the insurance 
is that a policy for ?1,000 in the Hartford 
Insurance Co., carried by Gitt & Delone 
on the building, only expired Friday about 
18 hours before the fire and was not re­ 
newed.

Sunday, young Koutz while in bathing, 
w^as taken with cramps, and dieappearing 
under the water, was drowned. The camp­ 
ing party which Mr. Koutz joined Satur­ 
day is composed of members of the Spring 
Grove Y. M. C. A, The camp is located 
at Eisenhart's mill, about a mile and a 
half from East Berlin. 
Rains on Saturday 
caused the Conewago to rise at least a foot 
in a short time Sunday, and it w^as run­ 
ning rapidly, yellow and swollen, shortly 
after noon when Koutz proposed a swim. 
He dove in above the dam and was splash­ 
ing about in the water when a wagon was 
driven up to the camp containing his sis­ 
ter Fannie and a number of other girls. 
A cry from Koutz attracted attention to 
him and the campers were horrified to see 
the swimmer swept over the dam. Below 
was about fifteen feet of water seething 
and boiling in whirlpools and rapids from 
the flood, and after bumping over the 
dam, the young man disappeared. 
He 
may have bumped his head upon the edge 
of the dam or have l^een sucked into one 
of the treacherous whirlpools, for after 
disappearing he was not seen to rise again. 
The tragedy was over so quickly that the 
campers were slow to realize what had 
transpired before their eyes. 
Koutz was 
an expert swimmer and an all-round ath­ 
lete. 
Koutz's sister was frantic with grief and 
she was hurried to her home, where the 
sad news was broken to the family. The 
boy's father, B. F. Koutz, is a prominent 
cigar manufacturer of Spring Grove.

Tho olives, stones and all, are first 
crushed, in a stone mill run by ox- 
power. 
The mass of pulp is then 
transferred in flat wicker baskets to 
the “torchio,** or oaken press, from 
which the oil ooozes into a vat below. 
The presses at Dlevole are very old, 
elaborately carved with the arms and 
devices of some early padrone. 
Tre­ 
mendous pressure is applied through a 
primitive capstan arrangement, w’hlcli 
the men work by heavy wooden levers, 
walking round and round on the stone 
floor in a track much worn by the 
tread of laboring generations. 
There 
are commonly two or three squeezings 
of the pulp, the product of the first 
being of the finest quality. 
But the 
process, once begun, must be carried 
forward continuously, 
lest 
the oil 
should spoil in the making. It is finally 
drawn off into huge earthen jars of 
Immemorial pattern like those in which 
the Forty Thieves of the Arabian tale 
concealed themselves for nefarious pur­ 
poses. 
And it stands thus for a 'week 
in the adjoining clearing-room, called, 
the “chiaratolo,” after which it is ready 
for the market.—From “Life on ii Tus­ 
can Farm,” by T. R. Sullivan, in Scrib­ 
ner’s.
